NOW, THEREFORE, I, STAN STEPHENS, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me pursuant to the 
Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, specifically 2-15- 
122, MCA, do hereby continue the Lewis & Clark Trail Advisory 
Council. 

ge PURPOSE 


The Advisory Council shall recommend to the Governor: 


1. Ways to promote public awareness of the historical 
Significance of the Lewis and Clark Expedition and 
encourage the identification, development and 
protection of historical sites and outdoor recreational 
resources along the Lewis and Clark Trail; and 

2. Ways the Council can coordinate with other Motnana 
commissions, bureaus, agencies and boards regarding 
their activities that relate to the history of the 
Lewis and Clark Trail in order to foster state 
recognition of the Lewis and clark Expedition; and 

che Communications and activities with other Lewis and 
Clark Trail states; the National Lewis and Clark Trail 
Heritage Foundation, Inc.; The Lewis & Clark 
Interpretive esnee and federal departments, bureaus 
and committees concerned with the Lewis and Clark 
Trail,.in order to coordinate and plan activities to
